Bens, Mont., January 15.—A iire oc- 


curred in tho Butto Hardwuro Com- 
pany's warehouse tonight in which giunt 
powder was stored. The lire depart- 
Hiont waa at work on the flro when the 
explosion took place, killing a uuinbur 
of fireman. While efforts wore beiiiR 
made to remove the dead and wounded 
a uucond explosion occurred. The en- 
tire lire department wae wiped out, in- 
cluding tho chief nnd all the horses. 
Three policemen were among the killed, 
who numbered nt least seventy-live. 
Pinto Rlaeg waa broken all over tho city 
and the damage to property ia enor- 
mous. It is impossible to get details »t 
present. All the luubulnuceR ar« rush- 
ing to and from the scene of the explos- 
ion, Tho rolutivua of thono killed are 
frantic and thu city is in consternation. 
The powder in tho warehouse waa in 
Tiolatiou of law. H was tho greatest ex- 
plosion in thu history of tho west.

This, too, killed nod injured rasny peo- 
ple. 
There wero several ears of tho 


powder and all of them exploded. Tho 
whole heavens wero lighted up and the 
«ity shook as if an earthquake was iii 
progress. 


Immediately after the first explosion 


the entire hospital corps and police force 
was summoned and many of tbo attaches 
•f tht)i,;e departments are among those 
killed and injured in the subsequent ex- 
plosions. 


Fifteen dead bodies have already been 


gathered together, and doubtless there 
are a great many more in parts of the 
vardthat no one dares to approach. 
Every house for blocks around is turned 
into an impromptu hospital.

THE OUTFALL SEWER. 


Surveys Made by Two Civil En- 


gineers. 


The city trustees have had two sur- 


veys made with a view to ascertaining 
the best method of disposing of the sew- 
age of the city. It ia propped to buy a 
tract of land, probably about a section, 
in the vicinity of the outfall sewer, and 
by extending that sewer to the land 
thus purchased, use the waste water 
from the city for purposes of irrigation, 
and thus derive more or less revenue 
from the laud by raising hay and other 
farm commodities such as the city now 
buys. 


As a matter of necessity the city must 


select the land in tho vicinity of tbe 
present outfall, and thus there is not & 
very wide range toaelect from. But the 
competition ia none the less keen among 
these who own tbe land within the 
range of possible purchase, and tbe 
matter which baa chiefly concerned the 
members of the city board is. what tract 
will beat suit, and what will it coat? 


The cost of the land is not the only 


item, however, for when it ia borne i-a 
mind that the cost of the sewer exten- 
sion will be not less than $13,000 oer 
mile, it can be understood that a piece 
of land near by at $10.000 may be 
cheaper than a similar tract at $1000, 
but two or three milea further. M. J. 
Church and Mr. Moaea appear to be 
the holders of land in that vicinity, and 
each has offered to sell a tract. City 
Engineer Shepherd surveyed the land 
and: ran levels, and reported that the 
water would flow upon tbe land of 
Moses, but not upon tho Church pos- 
sessions. County Engineer Hoxie made 
a later survey, and agreed pretty nearly 
with that made by Mr. Shepherd, but 
found that the water would reach 200 or 
300 acres of tbe Church lands, by ex- 
tending tho newer two and a quarter

THE FRENCH CRISIS. 


The resignation of 1'renident CBB'I- 


mir-Perior and the ministry of France 
ia merely another incident in tho gigan- 
tic struggle between capital aud labor 
which onntitutus tlie great ptoblem of 
the time.

guaranteed the payment of the interest 
ou tbe bonds of a certain railway com- 
pany in consideration of the transporta- 
tion of war material.

TUB COUNTY ORPHANS QUESTION 


The Children Kay Yet Be Sent to 


Vallejo—Burning Coyote 


Scalps. 


The Board of Supervisors put in a 
•ng, hard day's work yesterday, al- 


though the oflictal minutes would afford 
little inaicatiou of the fact. Much of 
the time waa consumed iu. executive 
work, giving no opening for dobato or 
official record. 


Tobegin'with, the coyote scalp com- 


mittee, Meaara. lioae and Uarrett, spent 
two hours of the afternoon in the en- 
gine house, as oflicial witnesses of the 
counting and burning of tho scalps 
which have been brought in during tho 
past three months. Tho enterprising 
memberol the state legislature who, in 
bygone years, framed and passed the 
coyote scalp bountyactmustsurely hnv<3 
hud in his inind the conception of a 
lucrative trust when bo put through a 
job which is doing its part towards de- 
pleting the state treasury. Yesterday 
no fewer than IQOli acalpa were counted 
and burned, and for each of these the 
state treasury will have to pay $5. In a 
number of casea individuals had put in 
one, two, or three scalps, but several 
claims ranged up into the seventies and 
eighties, and onu hunter claimed niiioty- 
ninu scalps. A warrant broker stated 
that the price paid by him on those 
warrants ranges from $2 to $2.50, "but, 
he added sadly, "we have been waiting 
twenty-two months since the last ap- 
propriation by the legislature, ami may 
have to wait a long tiuia yet." 


Supervisor Letcher, who lately re- 


signed from the scalp committee, went 
iown into tho engine house just to see 
Uow Rose And Garrott, tho new mem- 
bore, enjoyed the odor of the scalps, raw 
ind roasted. But Engineer Lynch liad 
built up a fire that rivaled the furnace 
of a Mississippi river steamboat in a 


win or buat" race with a record-hold- 


ing competitor, and when tho sculpa 
wore thrown in, the roaring hot air cur- 
rent in tho Hue carried everything with 
it. As for the raw scalps, they were 
not exactly ambrosial, but by no meana 
so unpleasant as in the hot season, 
"What repreatjited over $5000 of atuto 
money hud gone up in smoke in two 
liours, and predict km a wore freely made 
ttmt.thia would bo about the last holo- 


at of tiCAlpn thu county would wit- 


ness. 


Abtmt a week ago tho supervisors re- 


ceived an application from tiMra.Gist, 
9tatiug that alio hud friends and rolti- 
Liven in Anaheim, Orange county, this 
Jtuto, nnd if the auporvisors would pay 
iier expenses to that point she and her 
two children would not become u charge 
to this county. Tho proposition was en- 
tertained, and Kirs. Gist nnd her two 
children were sent on their way rejoic- 
ing. Yesterday, however, the supervis- 
ors received u. dtcldoiHy sarcastic letter 
from tlio comity supervisors of Orange 
county inquiring us to the circumstances 
under whiuh they were favored with 
tho pleasure of a visit from Mrs. Gist, 
who had now applied for relief to tho 
people of Onuigo county. The clerk of 
tho OnuiKo county board referred to the 
action of the Freuno county supervisors 
HS "a compliment." 


Tbero was a general smilo when the 


letter was read, but Mr. Letcliur re- 
marked thak Mrs. Gist had only been 
jeut to Orange county on her assuring 
the mttmbcra of this board that she had 
relatives there. Iffi added that it had 
never been the policy of this board to 
ihruat its Indigonts on other counties for 
support. Tho clerk was instructed to 
make a statement of the facts to the 
3rango county board. 


The orphanage matter was quietly 


JtistniBBtid in executive session, and the 
board finally decided to have a full and 
free discussion of the entire question 
next Thursday afternoon; at 2 o'clock. 
It was at first hoped that the action of 
the ladies uf Freano in organizing an or- 
phans' aid association would do away 
with the necessity of this public discus- 
lion, but it 1ms been learned that the 
ladies havo not been able to agree on 
the choice of a matron, and there is ait 
element of church politics apparently 
creeping in. Two candidates for ma- 
tron are already in sight in tho ante- 
room of the lady managers, and some 
canvassing has been done in their inter- 
est. 
Thia being tho thing which is most 


:resired to be avoided, the supervisors 
liuve resolved to give a hearing to all 
parties interested, eo that there may bo 
ao possibility of combinations or manip- 
ulations. H is already evident that the 
board will inniat on full control of all, 
the appointments at the orphanage, if it 
is to bo limited here, and that any 
effort to tiring about the success of can- 
didates for the position of matron will 
only serve to defeat the object for which 
the association waa formed. 


It ia extremely probable that tbe 


board will today uive favorable consid- 
eration to tho petition of the new court- 
house officials for the appointment of a 
night watchmen at the court house. 
Thin will be a new office, and there will 
likely be partisan complaints abom 
broken pledges of economy, etc. 
But 


;he consensus of feeling amongst the 
principal bankers and business men, 
especially the bondsmen of the county 
oflicera, is in favor of having some sort 
of guard placed over the county records' 
ind safe deposit vaults. It has been 
intimated that there is no security at 
present for the safety of county docu- 
ments of the moat importance in civil 
and criminal cases, now pending, and 
after midnight it ia open to any bold 
criminal to burglarize any part of tho 
courthouse at will. It waa the knowl- 
edge of this fact which led two of the 
county officers recently appointed to 
matte application to the supervisors for 
leave to deposit the funJs in their 
charge in the Freano banks, although 
their offices were provided with eafes. 
The petition to the supervisors for the 
appointment of a night watchman is 
signed by all three judges, and by all 
the county officers without exception. 


The petition of W. J. Hogue and 


others for the formation of n new judi- 
cial township waa granted on motion of 
Letcher, seconded by Garretl, and New- 
ton Phillips was appointed justice of 
the peace lor said township. 


Supervisor Letcher is the only mem- 


ber of tbe board who will be able to go to 
Los Angeles to attend the railroad meet- 
ing before the chamber of-commerce, 
and it is not certain that he can go. He 
said yesterday that it looked as if he 
would be unable to get away. The 
board has a heavy task now on hand in 
the selection of 600 men qualified to 
serve as jurors. To be ao qualified a 
man's name must be both on the great 
register and on the paid'assessment roll 
of 1304. To simplify the work tho names 
of about 250 persons, eligible to eerve, 
were taken from those selected last year, 
but not called on to eerve, and even 
with this saving of time it will take nt 
least two days to find the other 350.
